Becauſe” rttat (theſe 'grear 
Conquerors ( who think' only 
of vanqueſhing ; and exten- 
ding their domimons, and not 
of fonnding [ again for _ 

UD -

ſubſiſtence ) being not ordina- 
rily ſucceeded by ſuch as equall 
cheir courage, andthe vanqui» 
ſhed people having nor yet 
loſt the memorie of their li- 
bertie , or of rheir ancient 
Lords, areeafily carried to any 
change, ſeeing themſelves de- 
livered from the fear of him 


that had ſubjected them. 


Which made this wiſe Priece 
reſolve to follow his own diſ- 
poſition, and chooſe a courſe 
molt agreeable to his 1mpene- 
trable humor, that 15,40 proſe- 
cure his delignes-mnder a pro» 
found diffimulation. 

To thisend, he fixed the 
feat of his dominion in Spain, 
that he might from thence 
conveigh warmth to themem- 
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bers looſened from this body, 
and might with more eaſe 
(conſerving peace by. his pre- 
ſence) trouble all the reſt of 
Exropeby tis ſubtiJcies.Bur the 
time failing bim ro accompliſh 
ſo loftie a deſigne,he left it ne- 
vertheleſſe fo farre advanced, 
thatit hath becn eaſie for his 
ſacceſſors ro proſecute the 
ſame. See now the Max#mes 
obſerved hitherto as 0recles, 
which are properly thetrue 1#- 
tereft of Spaine. 

Thefirſt is grounded upon 
Religion,as that which for con- 


ſcience ſake doth make people 


undertake any thing. There 
ought ro be teſtified by the 
Spaniard, agreatzeale to the 


| Catholik, Religion, that hee 


might

might ſerve himſelf of it in his 
delignes. Afd hee onght ro 
make the Pope conceive , that 
to favor the grearnefle of Spain 
in ruining the Proteſtants, 1s 
the {ſupport of. his own autho- 
ritie, and puiſſance. It behoves 
him to perſwade the other 
Princes of Ttelie , that on the 
protection of Spaize depends 
the upholding of the Church a- 
gainſt any other power, And 
that the entrance of Strangers 
into 1taljebe barred, to con- 
ſerve the Religion, which 
could not but be ſoyled by 
ſuch a commerce. 

In Fraxce, where therebe 
Proteftants, and where the Ca- 
thotikes are the Maſters , Hee 
ſhould incite the Kz#g to ba- 

B 3 niſh 
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| nifh thoſe, and ſolicite the 


Pope to urge the ſame, yet gt- 
ving under-hand courage and 
afiftance to the ſaid Prote- 


| fFantrro ſtir up there a Civil 


Warre, which might ſo much 


the more weaken the King-_ 


dom. If the Kzg perceiving 
the ſubtilcie of this countell, 
will not give eare to it » Hee 
ought chen to ftirre up the Ca- 
tholiks themfelves againſt him, 
as againſt a fayourer of Here- 
ticks : to affift them alſo po- 
werfally, and therein hkewife 
to engagethe Pope, if he can. 
For in what manner ſoever, he 
ſhould procure that this Realm 
be deſtroyed of it ſelf, as that 
which every where ſers it ſelfe 
againſt the defigne of the $pa- 
iſh Monarchie. In 
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In Ezelezd where the Pro- 
teſtants are Maſters, where they 
bear che ſway, hee ought to 
make peace in any wiſe with 
this Realme, ro the end that 
throughthe power i hath at 
Sea, it doe not incommodate 
the Indies, where his chiete 
treaſtres are. -And that under 
this apparant amitite he my 
the more eaſily render himfelt 
ProteFor of the Catholikes of 
England, Wherforc he cught | 
to advantage himſelf by the 
Colledges founded of purpoſe 
in Flanders and in Spaize, to 
mſtru& the Engliſh zowth m the 
Catholike Religiom, wnciting 
them to come thither by the 
Iiberalitie there uſed, and to 
follow their ſtudies - there, | - 

Ba with- | 
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without paying any thing. 
Where the Divinitie they 
learne, is to acquire Martyr= 
dome, and merit heaven, in fer- 
ving the grearneſſe of Spazze, 
at the coſt of their X7g and 
Country. 

In Germarnie,where(though 
the Emperor be a Caiholike) the 
Proteſtants (hare ſo well the 
autborictie, that he needs ro 
maintaine the Empire 1n the 
houſe of 4»ſtris ( being the 
ſame with Spaine) as the ſole 
baull-warke againſt the Profe- 
ftants, and he ſhould augment 
it from their ſpoils, under pre- 
rence of Re/zgion, and a deſire 
thereby todefend Chriſtendom 
againſt the Tarke. 

In Sw31zerland , where the 

power

power 15s ſhared between two 
Reltgions, he ought to animate 
 oneſide againſt the other, gi- 
ving hope tothe Catholikes of 
the ſpoile of the Proteſtants, 


and holding them in breath;to 


make them break as occaſion 
ſhall ſerve. | 

In the Low-conntries,where 
the Catholikes have not any 
power, and where ſo long and 
bloodie warres have not been 
able to reduce this people un- 


der the yoake of Spaine,the en-- 


deavours ſhould be, ro make 
them lay downe rheir armes 
through a long truce, and in 
this repoſe , to: foment a 
Schiſme there, which may dt- 
vide them betwixt- them- 
ſelves. 
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To manage well theſe af- 
faires, one muſt come to the 
ſecond point, that conſiſts in 
the manner to maintaine ſuch 
intelligences as ſhal| be neceſ- 
fary in all other Sites, which 
he muſt doe by the means of 
Embhaſſadours , as perſons to- 
wards whom reſpect is borne. 
Likewiſe by Mozkes and Pree- 
chers that have great power in 
theirpulpits and alſo in parti- 
cular families, by Morey, wher- 
by men acquire Cenfiderts , 
ſuch on whoſe truft one may 
relie, and herein he muſt not 
be ſparing. Above all, he 
_ aſſay to gaine the princi- 
pall Mizifters of Princes, to di- 


vert the dangerous deſignes. 


which they might have againſt 


Sparze; 


—— 
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Spaine; Or elſe to renderthem 
odious, who are found too 
faithfull, and ruine them in 
any wiſe howſoever. 

The third point toucheth 


negotiations & treaties, where= 
in hee muſt employ perſons ſe- 


cret and patient, He muſt all- 
way ſhew a defire of peace, 
chereby to caſt others alleep, 
andin the mean rime prepare 
himſelf to warre, to ſarprite 
them unprovided. 

If there happen any diffe- 
rence between two perrie Prin- 
ces, hee ought to enterpoſe 
himſelf for their agreemenr, 
either as Jadge, or Arbitrator, 
and to have in» depoſito, in 
traſt ( ifhe can )that which is 
in debate betwixt them, in- 
CCn- 
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cenling them { if heecan) in 
ſtead of appeaſing them, con- 
ſenting with the one to divide 
the ſpoils of the other,and up- 
on the diviſion diſpoſleſſe 
both. He ought , not to looſe 
any occalion of intermedling 
in the affaires of his neigh- 
bours, bur yet exclude others 
from medling-with his. Eſpe- 
cially the French from the 
affairs of 1talze, hindring them 
from having any entrance 
there, becauſe they are the 0n- 
ly men that may fruſtrate the 
defignes of Spaine in that 
Country. 

The fourth point conſiſts in 
being always powerfully armed, 
which 1s an affured means to 
keepe his Subjes. in obedi- 


ence, 
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ence, and his Neighbours in 
reſpect, to prever the delignes 
of his enemies, to ſurpriſe 
them if they fleep, and to take 
his own advantage from unex- 
pected occaſions. 

The fifth point is reputati- 
02, and although ir depen- 
deth on the foure firſt, ne- 
vertheleſfe, being (i imply COn- 
{Gdered, it eſtabliſherh a fifth 
maxime,whereby Spaize gain- 
eth as much , as by any of the 
reſt. Conſidering that the 0- 
pinion conceived of her great 
zeal for the maintenance of 
the Catholike Religion, co- 
vers with thecloake of-piertie, 
all her other defignes , and 
holds the people in a wonder- 
full awe. The feare of her' 

pro- 
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found intelligences throngh 
out, cauſeth other Prizces 
to haveacare that they engage 


not themſelves lightly againſt 
her. Thisafſurance confirms» - | 


edin mens underſtandings, by 
ſo much experience of her pru-. 
dent dexterity (knowing how 
to advantage her ſelfe in Trea- 
ties) invites her inferiers to 
enter more forwardly in 
league with her, and to fer 
themfelves under her ſhade. 
The eſtate of her armes always 
on foot , conſumes thoſe that 
are ſuſpicious of her, and aſ- 
ſures others that dependon her 

protection. 
From all theſe thingsreſults 
the repntation of Spaize,Her 
Tmiereft is, to manage well this 
pretze. 
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pietie.. And though all Prixces 
| hold for a generall maxime, 


that they ſhould carefully con- 
ſerve their reputation, Spaize 
ought to beſo much the more 
jealous rherof, as her deſignes 
are greater then thoſe of other 
States. 

This huge frame compoſed 
of ſo many parts, and as it 
were incumbred with its 
owne weight, moves by its 

ſecret ſprings, which looſe 
their force even asthey 


are diſcovered.

Theſe gloried in ha- 
vinga King of their Religion : 
but thoſe could not endare the 
ſame, and threatned ro aban- 
don him, if he did not turne 
to theirs. His buſinefſe now 
was,to preſerve his o/d friends, 
and not to looſe the new, He 
promiſeth the one not to refuſe 

in- 
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inſtruction : and: continues 
with the other, in the ,exer- 
ciſe of his Religiow. In the 
meane while, hee ſerves his 
owne turne of both together, 
to fight againſt his enemies. 
In the tediouſnefſe of theſe 
warres, every man was wea- 
ried, Many of the Leaguers 
like not a Spaniſh King, but 
yet they would not have a Pro- 
teftani King. The Catholicks 
that feryedH & NR Y, grow- 
ing impatient to ſee him con- 
tinuein this Religion, preſſe 
him to embrace theirs, and 
come ſo far as to make a third 
part againſt him. 

Theſe confiderations made 
him refolve at length co turn 
his Religion. And by this

to him for to ruine the ſame. 
He aptly ſerves his purpoſe by 
the 1ll- government of the 
King , 'and by the ambition of 
the Duke of Guiſe, He inci- 
teth the fir? to expel] the Pro- 
zteſtants out of his kingdome 
by which way ſoever, giveth 
him his own example, offer- 
eh him his affiſtance, publiſh- 


eth his greatzeale at Rozye, ex- 
-horts the Pope to. joyne with 


himin ſuch a purſtire : On the 
other ſide,he underhand-exci- 
teth the ſecond ro continue 
courageouſly his deſigne,afſiſts 
him with money and Coun- 
fell. And by ſuch devices he 
makes himſelfe eſteemed in

would not have been ſoobſti- 
nateas to go abour to ſar- 
mount things| impoſſible , and 
would have contented him- 
ſelf ro part the Realme among 
ſeyerall perſons. And after. 
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wards upon the differences 
that are wont to happen be- 
tween xſarpers , it wouldhave 
been farre more eaſie for him 
toget by peece-meale, what 
he would have carried all at 
once, Howſoever it would 
have been a gaine great e- 
nongh rohim, to divide this 
mightie Kizgdowe , the which 
being United, doth every 
where impeach the 
amplification of 
Spaige.

The Yezetians' (to make 
known the: Juſtice of their 
cauſe) doe conſulr rhis affaire

famous Doors. of Exrope : 
They punQually relate the 
Comtrover fre' torall the Kings 
and Princes their allies; And 
to_ the end that their right 
might appeare even to poſte- 
rity, they deliver their an- 
{wer to the Pape, becauſethat 
if the difference were recon- 
ctled ,- all the world might 
 knowthat they were juſtified: 
Theſametstobe noted, thar 
they never called home rheir 
Ambaſlador ,; before the Pope 
had retired his Nuntio. - For 
although the Extraordinary 
 wettt back to teſtifie ſomeref- 
ſentment after the receiving 


of ſo many diſtaſtes - the Or= 


dinary 


ho. command 
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dinary never the lefſe continu- 
ed there, to ſhew that-they 
they had alwayesan eare open 
T0 agreement. Laſtly when 
they could no longer hold 
from breaking off , they take 
a reſolution to defend their li- 
berty , with ſach an unani» 
mous conſent, that in thewhol 
Sexate there was not one 
voice contrary. Thereby fru-- 
ſtrating the hopes which the 
Pope had of diſuniting them , 
according as the Feſuites had 
promiſed hn. 

The Pope took a clan con- 


trary byas, for (men believed) 


he cared nota jot whether he 
went upon good , or ill 


grounds. He imparted not 


this buſineſſe co other _ 
ti 
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cill: very late, neicher did he 


| -demand the adviſe even ofthe 


Cardinals, but for faſhions 
lake. | 

Here is that which paſſed 
before the breach berwixe the 
Fope and the YVevetians,where- 
in the Yenetians exatly fol- 
lowed that which belonged to 
their intereſt. For their 8ate 
being founded rather byPeace, 
then by War, and being more 
conſiderable for Counſe!l then 
for Armes, they ought ever 
dexterouſly to avoid any rup- 
- ture whatſoever. 2 

Duringthe time of the 
breach,the Yewetiaws ſurmoun- 
red even their own ſelves, ha- 


ving given in this affaire a per- 


petuallexample of perfe&t con-

duct,ſhewing as much conſtan 
cy and courage in their reſent- 
ment of the injury which they 
pretended was done them ©: as 
before they had ſhewed ſub- 
miſſion tro prevent the ſame. 
They ever anſwered thoſe 
who ſpake to them of agree- 
ment : That the remedie ought 
fo he applied to the part whence 
the diſeaſe proceeded : That the 
Pope had received a voluntary 
diſpleaſure , the remedy whereof 
was a voluntary repentance. 
This notwithſtanding, they 
rejected not any propoſtcion, 
bur wuch infiſted npon this 
point : That they had done on- 
ly what they ought : That the 
Pope in withdrawing his Nuntio 
had barred the way to agree- 
vent: | 


Cm _ 
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ment : That it belonged 10 hi” 
to make good againe, what he 
bimſelfe had ſpoyled : And that 
when he ſhall have taken off his 


pretended cenſures , they will 


not ſeem eſtranged from Peace. 
Bur that which had been moſt 
remarkable here, was,that they 
werenot a whit moved for all 
this tempeſt, providing with 
ſomuch prudence(both wirh- 
in and without their State ) all 


_. that was neceſlary to ſuſtaine 
| ſuck aſhock, that no altera- 


rion at all wasperceived. The 
people remainedin obedience: 


__ the Towns of their Dominion 


offered their means and forces: 
the Re/igiows obeyed without 


conſtraint: there was not ſhed. 


one drop of bloud. 
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The Pope,in ſtead of ſhewing 
conſtancy in his reſolution, . 
began to relenr ſo ſoon as he 
had wronght his indignation 
by the interdi& , leaving tobe 
underſtood under-hand, that 
he would lend an eare ro a- 
greement , provided that he 
mighr ſave his credit. Bat 
when he ſaw the inflexible 


ſtedfaltneſſe of the Yewetians, | 


he reſolved to have recourſe 
© force , and to intereſt rhe 
Catholike Princes in the 
ſame. 

Frazce had no other ſcope 
in this affatre then to arbitrate 
the difference, and to have the 
honor of deciding ſoimpor- 


Jrant a queſtion berween 


two Princes ſo conſiderable 
G 2 In 
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in Chriſltendome. For this 
effect ſhe ſhewed nor any par- 
tiality, alrhough ir be true 
that Fi{eroy ( through his am- 
bition to riſe toa Cardinalſhip) 
mchned at . the firſt, to the 
Popes fide, ſerving his turne 
therein by the miniſtration of 
his ſonne, then Ambaſſador ar 
Rome. But: ſeeing himſelfe 
difappointed: of kishope, he 
returned tothe temper which 
a juſt Mediator ought to have. 
Soitis; thatofrentimes apri- 
vat intereſt doth prejudicethe 
pablike. Heppy ave the 8tates, 
wheres thoſe that fit at the helm 
of government, have ſo noble a 
ſpirit as 208 to aynre at any other 
greatmeſſe thes that which is 3n- 
feparabdy' ' conjoyrt ' with | the 
=# gtory 
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elory of the Prince 1909s they 


ſerve, 


The Spaniards conceived. it 


beſt co foment the diſcord be- 


tween the two parties, think- 
ing that It was mn their power 
to hinder the warre , if their 
profit ſo required : or elfeto 
make it ſerve their own ad- 
vantage. They therefore let 
the bulinefſe ren its courſe 
without preſcribing any thing 


to their Ambaſſidor which 


wasar,?ome:; who handſom- 
ly intertained the Pope in his 
opinion, with intent to ob- 
taine a Cardinalſhip for. his 
brother by this meanes. 

The Emperor was a Media- 
tour; the King of Polandfavo- 
redthe Republike- the Prin- 
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ces of Germany meddled not 
atallin the matter. 

The Xing of England wag 
glad to ſee this bulinefſe daily 
wax hot. Hepromilſed all af- 
fiſtance to the Republike of 
Venice, as by all reaſon he was 
obliged ro deale in this man- 
ner. Forhe believed that this 
would rowſe up the other Ca- 
tbolike Princes which were in- 

 tereſfſed ro maintaine their 
Lawes; And that it would 
be an occaſion to deliberate 
of a Conncel] which may de- 
termine ſo many Controver- 
fies, 

"The States of the anited- 
Provinces offered to the YVene- 
tians ſacconr ofarms anc mu- 
nition. 
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The Przxcesof Ttalie, ſince 
they ſaw the Pope remaine 
confuled and wavering in 
himſelf, as if he had manifeſtly 


repented, they appeare all 


newrters1n this affaire, follow- 
ing that which belonged to 
their true intereſt, 

Only the Dake of Sevoy let 
himſelfe be tranſported by his 
paſhon.For the Republike ha- 
ving written to his children 
with the title of Excellence. as 
he had accuſtomed to doe, He 
in deſpite kept Chappell with- 
out admitring there the Am- 
baſſador of YVez#ce, and this at 
inſtance of the Nuntio refi- 
ding neer unto him. It isnot 
in this affaire alone , that this 
Prince hath carried himſelf ra- 
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ther capriciouſly , then after 
the true Maxime of his Inte- 
relt. 

France continued to folicite 
| the Accord, without ſhewing 
any paſlion for the one party, 
orthe other; following here- 
inher true z2ztereſ}, For be- 
cauſe one ſhall hardly ſee an 
open warre betwixt two 10 
pacifique Princes, She could 
nor reape any other profit by 
this difference, then the honor 
only to have reconciled the 
ſame. 

Wh The 8paniards perceiving 

this, began to recoile, and de- 
| fireto have a hand in making 
Peace, fince they could not 
have it in Warre, Theyjudged 
wellchat the Pope was diſpo- 
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ſed to caſt himſelt into rheir 
armes, and to go witch way 
they would, becauſe he had a 
mind toagreement. But they 
ſaw alſo the Yenetizns lo firme 
in their reſojution,as they had 
no hope to bend them. Wher- 
fore they eſfſayed to trouble 
themw.th the Trk,totheend 
they might be conſtrained to 
have recourſe unto them, and 
thatby this means it ſhould bz 
in them power , tobringthe 
Senate toaccept ſuch conditi- 
ons 45 the Pope pleaſed ro il 
low them. But they failed 
{o much in that which riiey 
endeayored ro doe by the 
means of the Turk, as{on the 
contrary) itbecame advanta- 
geons to the Repnblite. For 
G 5 rough 
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though the Marquefle de $4777 
Croy having ranſacked Durgs , 
believed thar the Turks (ro 
take revenge) wouid turn a- 
gainſt the Republike, as being 


|* {. neereſt, or at leaſt enter with- 


inthe Gxife. Yetit happened 
that the T#rk perceiving the 
Spaniſh wiles, commanded the 
Admirall of his Fleet ro ayde 
the Yenetians againſt the Pope 
and the Spanisrds, But the 
Republike judging it not fir 
to make uſe of ſuch a help(for 
feare the remedy ſhould be 
worle then the difeaſe it felf ) 
ſhepur it off ſo handfomly that 
the Grend Signior received not 
any diſtaſte thereby, Never- 
theleſſe making the Pope un- 
derſtand, that in caſe of neceſ- 

fity, 
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ſity, ſhe well knew whither to 


have recourlſe. 


The Spaniards, out offea- 
ſon offered a whole entire Ar- 
my to the Pope.Some believed 
that 1t was for to reclaime the 
Venetians by this way, but it 
was nothing lefſe. For all 
whatſoever the Sparzards did 
then for the Pope, proceeded 
on:y becauſe the Dake of Ler= 
#14 was tickled with vain-glo- 
ry, for that the Pope in his 
Briefs had given him the title 


_ of Excellence. 


Laſtly they perceived 3n 
$pazne that this bufines wonld 
be ended by rreaty, and that 
Fraxce; was to have all the ho- 
nor thereof. This made them 
about to ſend extraordinary 
Em- 
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Embaſiadors from the one fide 
to the other, but it wastoo = 
late, the negociation being ſo 
far advanced by the Frexch, 
that tt was impoſflible to get it 
out of their hands. Inſomuch 
as whatſoever the Spaniards 
could doto crofle the Treaty , 
the honour thereof remained 
fulland wholly to Henry, who 
ended the bulinefſe by the 
dexterity andprudence of the 
Cardinall de ow ſe, and of 
Frenes-Canaye, ordinary Em- 
baſſador at Venice. The Pri- 
ſoners were delivered intothe 
hands of the Embaſſador: The 
Lawesof the Rebuplike conti- 
nued withoar alteration : and 
the Pope was forced to take 


off the Interdi& withour any 
LO- 
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token of ſubmiſſion from the 
ſaid Republike. 

This harh been a wax of Ne- 
gotiati on,wherein the Yereti- 
ans fall and wholly carried the 
victory. Likewiſe one muſt 
acknowledge, they were inga- 
ged to deal in thatpart where- 
in they were moſt able. 

T hey followed therein all 
the maximes of their true inte- 
reſt : The Pope did quite con- 
trary: Sp4ize was amuling after 
Chymeraes : and France had 
the ſcope which ſhe onght to 
have, wherefore ſhee likewiſe 
had the glory.

The King of Spaine ſeeing 
that in fortie yeers ſpace, the 
warre had augmented, and en- 
riched this State. in ſtead of 0+ 
verthrowing it, and that ir 
would greatly diminiſh his re- 
patation to treate of Peace 
_ withthoſe, whom (even rill 

then ) he had rreated as Re- 
bells, he therefore reſolved to 
doe his utmoſt to enter into 
their Countrey , and to make 
them feele (even withia their 
intrailes) the diſcommoditie 
of Warre. | For which pur- 
poſe, he empioyed thetwo laſt 
Summers underrhe command 
of Marqueſſe Sp;zzola , one of 


the renowned(t Captaines: of 
rhe 
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the time, Who with powerfull 


Armies endeayored to enter, 


the firſt yeere into Fris/and, 
and the ſecond into Holand. 
Nevertheleſſe Maxrice Prince 
of Oraxge(a Captaine to whom 
weowe the reſtguration of the 
ancient militarie diſcipline ) 
alchouph he was much inferi- 
or to the forces of Spznola,yet 
he made ſo good uſe of the ſci- 
tuation of his Countrey , that 
he fruſtrated all his endeavors. 
This having deprived the 
—_ of Spaize of all hope to 

_— by force, he refolved 
Jr tomake trial of a Trea- 
rie, at the coſt even of his re- 
putation. Bur his end herein 
was, Frt, to ſecure the traffick 
of the 1-dies ; where hee was 
endama- 
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endamaged by them, 2. to di- 
vide them in the timeof peace: 
and laſtly,to beare armes more 
adyantageouſly againſt people 
lefſe trained in warre, and 
more eafte ro ſubdue, being 
confident that any good ſuc-- 
cefle in ſome affaire would 
make him recover thar re- 
putation which he then haz- 
arded, and whereof he hath 
been ever jealons. A Monke 


. did firſtlay open the matter to 


a Holland Merchant. The 
hopegiven rothe Szates, thar 
in this Accord, the King of 
Spaine would acknowledge ' 
chem for free States , made 
them give eare, whereupon 
followed a ſuſpenſion of Arms 
for to treat more at large. 

This 
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This' intermiſhon awaked 
the interefſed and neighbour 
Princes. HENRY s minde 
was troubled with thetrue in- 
tereſt of his Eſtate, which hee 
beſt ofall knew, and alſo by 
his particular affections, Fhe 
States ( by reaſon of cheir inte- 
reſt) had ſuccoured him in 
his neceſitie : He(for the ſame 
reaſon ) powerfully aſbſted 
them in his proſperitie. He 
willingly would have them 


_ continne the Warre, provided 


that he augmented nor his af- 
ſiſtance : They offered to con- 
tinue che ſame, on Condition 
that he would double the mo- 
ney which he gave them yeer- 
ly. Thedelire of doing thrit- 
tily, made him ſeeme to 1n- 
cline , 


—— 


mi 
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cline,and not altogether aban- 
don his trae inrereſt, thinking 
irſhonld be a great advantage 
for him to remove from his 
frontiers ſuch good Armes 
which a Peace, or long Truce 
might diffipate, and thar ir 
ſhould be a great honor for 
him to canſe the Low-Conntries 
co be declared a free State, In- 
ſomuch as hee bent his 
thoughts to become Arbitra- 
tor of this Negotiation , and 
 tomake it ſucceed adyantage- 
oully for the Low-Conntries. 
Ja Mes theFirſt, King of 
England, Whole ſtrong incli- 
nation to peace, did not alſo 
permit him to follow the true 
Intereſt of his Realme , which 
was to nouriſh Warre in the 
| Low- 
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Low-Conntries, for to conſume 
the forces of Spaize, and hin- 
der their enterpriſe upon him, 
he contents himſelf to have 
part in the Treatie by his Em- 
bafladors. 

Divers Proteſtant Princes 
of Germanie ( imagining well 
that the Armes of Spaize be- 
ingno more 1imployed rhere, 
might fall upon them) doe 


likewiſe fend their Embaſſa- 
' dors, of purpoſe todiyert this 


Accord, or elle to . procure 
theproreCtion of thoſe that in- 
rermedled in the bufinefle. 
Mzurice whoſe particular 1n- 
tereſt was joyned with the true 
Intereſt of the Sfates, wholly 
withſtood the. Accord. Berga- 
weld, who had maſt abilitie - 
the 
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the State-affaires of the Coun- 
trey , ſeeing thar his own cre- 
dit grew in Peace rather then 
in warre, he would have the 
intereſts-of rhe S7ate to ſerve 
his own ends. Hereis the true 

ourtrait of thoſe that dealed 
in thisaffaire. 

But for the better under- 
ſtanding of the true intereſt of 
the States, we muſt remount 
higher, and come to the ori- 
oinall, william of Naſſau, 
Prince of Orange, who alone 
in this Age had the honor to 
found aState ( alchough nei- 


 therhis diſgracesreceived,nor 
 theendeavorsof PH1L1 p, 


the moſt puiſſant and able 
Prince of his Time, could have 
hindred him ) was conſtrained 
to 
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to afſemble the peeces for to 
compoſe a bodie thereof, with 
ſuch conditions as each Town 
and Province required, For, 
having met with people that 
have ever affe&ed their liber- 
tie more then their very lives, 
hecouldnot alcer the conditi- 
ons whereupon they firſt joyn- 
ed themſelves unto him. This 
ſame hath cauſed in this State 
ſo many Republikes as there be 
Townes, amongſtwhom (in 
a generall decree) plurality of 
voices bave no place, becauſe 
that jf any one Towne ap- 
prove it not, ſhe is not bound 
to obſerve it. So as he deviſed 
rather to flatter them in their 
libertie, that he might whol- 
ly take off their deſire ro com- 
plie 
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plie with Phz/zp, then to pro- 
pound unto them good lawes, 
for ro maintaine them in the 
time of Peace. 

His ſon Mawrice, brought 
up from his infancie 1n Armes, 
thonghr principally of the e- 
ſtabliſhing of military difci- 
phne, as the thing then moſt 
neceſſary to uphold the $zate, 
wherein he' ſarpaſled all rhe 
Captaines of his time. Info- 
much asthis State being excee- 
ding well gronnded for to 
fubſiſtby warre , and as il] to 
maineaine it ſelfin Peace, it1s 
evident, thar the true intereſt 
thereof is to continue the 
Warre. 

According to the intereſt 
of each Prince, their Embafſa- 

dors 
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dors being afſembled at the 
Hague, did worke about. The 


_ Spaniards make a great difh- 


cultie to ratifie the declaration 
of the Archdukes ( who ac- 
knowledged the Srates free, 
and foveraigne ) tothe intent 
ro make them better reliſh the 
ſame,and that in yeelding they 
might obtaine of them condi- 
tions that would worke their 
ruine. As, thegrantof liber- 
tie of conſcience to Catholicks, 
thereby to make diviſions a- 
mong them : Theprivyation of 
traffick in the 7-4es, and fo 


romake a mutinie by the Mer- 


chants , the moſt conſiderable 
corporation amongſt them - 
Beſides the exchange of cer- 
taine places moſt adyantage- 
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oustothe King of Spazze, and 
moſt prejudiciall to the ſaid 
States. | 

Mavrice earneſtly oppoſed 
ſach conditions : . Bernaveld 
dprſt not countenance them. 
France and England ( percei- 
ying the venome hidden un- 
der the ſame ) could'nort digeſt 
them. In ſuch wiſe as all 
Treatie of peace: being bro- 
ken, they renew that of a 
'Truce for many yeers. | Mau- 
rice doth his beſt to hinder it, 
but Bereaveld backed by 
France. and England, is the 
cauſe they did hearkento it. 


The work begins anew; and -

Ineffect, Hearyhad the moſt 


honor in thisaffaire, .and the 


States.(by his means) the moſt 
profir. | But he being dead,and 
Lewis upon the Throne, ar 9. 
yeersof age, there wasan uni» 
verſall alreration- in Frarce. 


For.,. Mary had obtained the 


Regencie-, -and--: willing ''to 


ſtrengthen her anthoritie a- 


gainſtthePrincesof the blood, 
and great onesof the Realme; 
ſhe-procured a: diſunion -a- 
mong(t rhem', and caſt her ſelf 
into the armes of Rexe and 
Spine, beleeving that ſhe had 


then needoft rhe former iPo- 
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er, and alwaies of the latter, 
infomuch as during the rime 
of her government, the true 
tereſt of France being aban- 
doned, there was taken the 
contrarie courſe. 

The Spaniards loſt not fo 
good an. occaſion, eſpecially 
upon the Low: Conniries,in the 
buſfincfſe of the 4rm7niaxs, the 
which Bereaveld (ſeeing him- 
ſelf apheld by France; through 
the praiſes of Spaire) under- 
rook tomaintaine againſt the 
Prince of orange; in ſuch 
wile, as that froma diſpate of 
Religion, there was made an 
affaire of State, ſo-pernicious, 
that it-was hike to-ruzne this 
Common-wealth. Here it was 
where PRI ye 
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all his cunning, for tro make 


Mary worke in this Countrey, 
according to his intereſts. He 
perſwaded her that her diſuni- 
on was advantageous to her, 
to maintain her authoritie, To 
cheend that ſhe might not aſ- 
fiſt the Princes of the blood 
diſcontented wich her, nor 
the Proteſtants of France 
which might joyne with the 


ſaid Princes. He makes herto 


att a ſuperſtitious zeale, which 
15anevill counſellor ro thoſe 
that entertaine it. ' So as the 
Ambaſſadors of France (under 
the pretence of zeal to Religt- 
on.) become ſolicitors of the 
affaires of Spaize in Holland. 
They favour thecauſe of Ber- 
zaveld: they foment the divi- 
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fion within the State - they 
bring it upon the very brinke 
of its downfall, and had it nor 
been for the patience,and con=- 
ſtant courage of Mavrice, af- 
ſiſted by the ſouldiers, this Re- 
publike hadrun the hazard,to 
{eemas ſoone extin&, asborn. 

By that which is aforeſaid, 
andby che ſequell of affaires, 
onemay judge that the true 
intereſts of the 'State of the 
United Provigces, are to main- 
taine warre againſt Spaine, 0- 
therwiſeit would be ruined of 
it ſelf, The intereſts of Frarce 
and Englend are to afliſt the 
ſaidState, ' for 'to- give Spare 
thisboneto pick. The Inte- 
reſts of the Gerwaze Princes 
are tofomenttheſame., to = 
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end thar by the fall of this bur- 


den;they likewiſe benot over= |þ 


throwne. And the intereſts 
of Sp4zpe are to keepe all the 
other in broiles amongſt them- 
ſelves, or ſer them one againſt 
another , leaſt they ſhould all 
accord againſt her. Therefore 
ſo ſoone as any of them have 
abandoned theſe maximes, 
their affaires fall tothe 
ground.

Bur for to judge well of this 
great commotion , one ought 
co remount alittle higher. Tr 
is certainethar ſince the warre 
which happened about the 
ſucceſſion of Cleves and Julli- 
ers, Germapie Was as it were 
divided in two factions, and 
(in imitation ;of: the Cacho- 
licks ) che Proteſtants alfo had 
made a league , whereof the 
Prince Ele&or Palatizxe was 
choſen Chief:, as the Duke of 
Bavaria had been of theother. 
The prerence which every one 
took for the defence of his Re- 


bgion,did agravate the matter 


amongſt them. 'And the ſe- 
cure peace which this Nation 
had enjoyed a long time, did 
not permir her ( following the 

revo- 
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revolution of this world) to 
abide thus any longer. There 
wanted only an occafian to 
make her bandie againſt her 
ſelfe. 

The Bohemians preſent this 
occaſion , wherherit were by 
reaſon of thetr naturall fickle- 
neſſe, or for being ill treated 
in the libertie of their conſci- 
ences, or elſe through ſome 
diſcontentment of the princi- 
pall men amongſt them, or for 
all. theſe reaſons together, rhey 


* reje&t Ferdinand their King, 


and chooſe Frederick 1 his 
place. And ( for to render 
themſelves ſo much the more 
irreconcilable with him) in 


the full afſemblie of the 


- States, they caſt thoſe of his 
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party out of the windows. 

This action arrived in the 
yeere I619, after which eve- 
ry one tookearmes. The Pro- 
teſtants were the forwardeſt, 
for they werealready prepared 
to it, and attended onely the 
bruit of this EleFion to begin 
the game. Amongſt thoſe 
who took part with Frederick, 
he that brought the moſt po» 
werfull afliſtance , was Bethe- 
keem Gabor, who from an ordi- 
nary Gentleman being made 
Prince of Trex/ifvexia, and 
fearing the houſe of Auſtria, 
which had alwayes endeavyor- 
ed to appropriate this Stare, he 


put himſelf into the prote&ti- 


on of the Turk for to ſecure 


the ſame : and finding ſo faire

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an opportunitie to deprefſe 
this Houſe, his intereſt ſuffe- 
red him not to looſe it. The 
United Provinces ( not to be 
watting to their intereſt ) dpe 
here contribute on their parr. 
The King of Denmark, for the 
ſame reaſon , and alſo for his 
honor and repuration, aſliſteth 
his Nephew. King JAMES 
more intereſſedthen he, for- 
gecteth his Intereſt concern- 
ing his Son-1n law. . IneKing 
of Frame likewiſe drawes 
back, andiſtands Neuter. At 
this beginning, Ferd3nend is ill 
handled, and reduced ro great 
extremities. 
Here Spazze, (ecing that ſhe

| cannot maintaine it without 
her. At Rome ſhe perſwades 

the Pope that her lofſe is the ru-

Turke, Tnſomuch as the Pope 
abandoning his true intereſt, | 
rakes part-with her, furniſherh 

| borh men and money, 'and la- 
boureth to declare the other 
Catholick Princes for her de- 
fence.. In Eng/andſhe eaflic 
enrer- | 
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entertaines King JAMeEsin 


his peaceable inclination. - In 


France (by the Nuntio's help) 
ſhe gainerh the Dake de Luine, 
who having uſurped neere 
Lew 1 s the authoritie that 


MARY had there poſſeſſed, 


he took alſo the ſame maximes, 


ſupporting himleife by Spaine, 


which never failech iniuch oc- 
caſions ro maintain thoſe.who 
diftruſting their owne worth, 

ſeke their ſecuriti® out ofthe 
Realme. So as the 1ntereſt of 


a Favorite being preferred bc-- 
fore that of the State, they af- , 


iſt Spaire. But to theend that 
ic mightbe with more prokir, 
and lefſe noiſe, they under- 
take an agreement : they ſend 
Ambaſſadors to both parties : 


they 
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F they amuſe the Proteſtants 


with faire hopes : they make 
them looſe the opportunitie 
ofavictorie, which they had 
in hand, and they induce them 
rodifarme. In the mean while 
the Catbe/;cks having this time 
for reſpite, ſkrengthen them- 
ſelves on all ſides; rake their 
advantage: proſecute their for- 
mer defignes, andby gaining 
che battell of Prague, wholly 
raine theirEnennes. 

Inthis revolution of affairs, 
8paine makes good uſe of the 
vidorie, continues her intel- 
ligences amongſt her Neigh- 
bours, that ſhe mighr not be 


diverted in her conqueſts, and 


joynes her forces of Flanders 
tO tl oſeof alze, for to be- 
come 
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come abſolute Miſtreſſe of the 
Empire. Feare and corrupti- 
on interpoſeamonglt thePrin- 
ces of Germame , and the Im- 
periall Townes, Every one 
haſteth to ſubmit himſelf tothe 
yoake, diſtraſting leaſt he 
(hould not be time enough re- 8 { 
ceived there. The Counſel- 
lors of Princes, and Magi- 
ſtrates of Common-wealthes 
are corrupted by money, and 
all contribute to forge the 
Irons of their own bondage. 
This kind of proceeding 
makes the King of Deamarke 
feare leaſt rhe firing of Germa- 
#:e conſume him, he rakes the 
defence thereof,and goes into 
the field, but is vanquiſhed, 
looſeth part of his —_— 
an 
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and for to recoverit againe, 1s 
conſtrained to-make a diſho- 
norable peace. The Tranſil- 
»4nian (eeing this diſorder, 
makethhis peace hkewiſe, bur 
ſo much the bercter by reaſon 
ofthe Turks protection. 

Here was the iſſue of the ſe- 
cond revo.ation of the affaires 
of Germanie , which proceeded 
chiefly from this, thar France 
proſticured her intereſt to the 
greatneſſ of Spaine. 

We ſhould come now to the 
third revolution. 7t is often- 
times more Jifficul t to governe 
our ſelves well in great proſpiri- 
ity, thenin adverſity; becauſe 
that- the one ingenders neelet#, 
and tulls #4 inidlteneſſe : but the 
necelſity of the other keeps us wa- 


kings 
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king , and makes us ſearch the 
medns of our reſlanration. Such 
was the caſe of the Houſe of 
Auſtria , who ſeeing her ſelf 
from ſuch a heavie blow au- 
thorized beyond. her hopes, 
abſolute Miſtreffe of Germany, 
of innumerable armies enter- 
rained at the coſt of her ene- 
mies, . France not ſtirring a- 
gainſt herproceedings,and be- 
fides. imbroiled in - Civill 
warres. England yet forget- 
ting her intereſt, Hollaxd 
having enough to doe to con- 
ſerve: her; owne ;- and Hale 
without appearance of being 
able ro defend- it {elf ; Shee 
therefore feareth nothing ; but

firſt remarkable error thar ſhe 
committed agamtſt her owne 
. Intereſt, For, rhisuſurpation 
gave allthe Princes of 7te/jeto 
underſtand., that the rempeſt 
would come whirling upoa 
them, infomuch as the Duke 
of Mantus was aſlifted by the 
moſt reſolute amongſt them. 
Lt w 1 s cannot digeſt this 
affront, and being aſlſted 


with 
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with a Counſell, whoſe pru- 


dence and refolation was ne- 
ceflary in fuch aperillons con- 
jun&ion of affaires , he forty- 


nately imployed his Armes in 


his defence; Which was the 
firſt occaſion of- 1tmporrance, 
wherem hee recovered the 
nſage of his true intereſt. But 
ſeeing that diverſions in &er- 
wainie were needfall' for him, 
and nor finding the ſame a- 
monglt the Geremerss being 
opprefied with the burden of 


 ſogrievous a ſubjeRion,, hee 


goes to feek them in the cold 
Northerne parts. The renown 
of GusTAvus, King of 
Swedeland had been carried 
evenunto him. Thijs Prince 
his defire of glory made him 
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eaſilie ſurmount any difficul- 


ties hee conld imagine: like- 
wiſe his vaſt and grear deſigns 
he farpafſed, asit were,by ſuch 
a courage jn execution, as 
made him not diſhearken 
to any enterprite. "The con- 
queſts of, WALSTETN ( Ge- 
nenll ofc he Exeperor 'rarmie) 
upon the Ba/tickſea , and the 
proviſions' which he mad= to 
render himſelfe Maſter there, 
made'the. King of 8wede-land 
know, that he might well be 
1n ſuſpition of the Houſe of 
Auſtria , and thar his intereſt 


was to oppoſe theſame. Hee- 


therefore alliech himſelf with 
France, andprepares to enter 
into Germanie, for to deli- 
ver. it from the thraldome

Amedis Duke of 
Saonye recewing. inf{truftion 
by the danger that he and his 
Father were in, to looſe their 
Eſtates -.rhrough neglecting 
their crne intereſt, doth now 
rejoyne himſelfro France. The 
other Princes of 7alie ſeeing 
the aide of France could be no 
impeachment to them, let goe

Germane Princes and Imperiall 
Townes ſeeing themſelves 
ſupported by the armes of 
France and Swede-land , aſli- 
ſted by the diverſion of their 
other allies, and reaſſured by 
the proſperons ſucceſſe of 
their affaires , chey take cou- 
rage againe..

- Onthe other ſide, S$paine 
failes nor to animate Her 
cauſe , takes up 'againe the 
pretence of the - Cathotick. 
Religion , which ſhee had*as 
it were left off, and percei- 
ving the error ſhe commitred 
thereby, cryeth more then 
ever 
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ever againſt the Proteſtants, 
exceedingly urgeth the Pope 
to have of him his money, 


and his fulminations , ma- 


kerh much of the Yeveti- 
aws , courteth the Engliſh, 
intertaineth difſention in che 
houſe Royall of France, 
mightily  endeavoureth to 
draw the \ United Provinces 
to a Truce, laboureth to 
dulingage the Duke of Saxo- 
mie from the Swediſh par- 
tie, neither is ſhee- «alt off 
by any repulle. And yet 
notwithſtanding ſhee ſpares 
neither men nor money. for

Hee 
invaded then the Territories 
of the Dake of $22oy, where 
finding more reſiſtance then. 
he expected, he was in the end 
faine ro make peace, Tt 1s 
tru? chat Frarce beſtirred her- 
ſelfe in this ſecond occalion, 
bur rhe principall commenda- 
tion therein is dae to the Mar- 
ſhall Je Zeſdzguieres, whoin all 
this warre ( albeit that he fol- 
lowed his particalar ends) en- 
gaged France to embrace he:

Fhis ſecond trouble being 
appeaſed , the moſt under- 
ftanding men judged well that 
Halie was not to continue 
longtime in peace.

Thedeath of VINCE NT, 
although it was well enough 
foreſeenc, yer it aſtoniſhed all 
the Princes of talze in ſuch. a 
manneras every one began ſe- 
rioutly to conf! der his ' af+ 
faires, 

The VYenetians foreſceing 
that the Spaniards conld 'nor 
endure the inheritance ſhould 
be conferred on the Duke of | |

ture, they reſolved rodo their 
beſt for to ſruftrate their de-
